In confequence of the firft, France was 
enabled to dictate to Spain, and to oblige her not only 
to a Peace which fecured her a but to an 
Alliance, which gave her a ſpecious Title to the Spanifh 
Monarchy itfelf. In Virtue of the fecond, France not 
only continued her former unjuft Conquefts, but fecured 
to a Prince-of her Houfe the Poffeffion of that Monarchy, 


Let it be obferved that in 1657, France was lifted up } 


to Power by Patriot Englifh Republicans; and that in 
1712, the'was not only fupported in the fame Power, 
but abundantly enlarg’d by Patriot Englifh Tories. The 
fir ft, ftipulated to raife Louis 14th to the Imperial Throne ;
